At 11:45 p.m. on 20 April, and at 12:10 a.m. on 21 April 
1950 , one conventional fighter each took off, circled over 
Peenemuende until 12:50 a.m., then headed east. Two search- 
lights at the field were in operation. At 2 a.m. on 21 April 
1950 a plane, definitely not a fighter, landed at the field 
while the runway was illuminated. At 6 a.m, on 21 April 
1950 a single-engine fighter landed at the field, ( 3 )

'i'he flying activity observed confirms the presence or 
fighters. Two fighter regiments and the headquarters of 
a fighter division are believed to be stationed, in Peene- 
muende. The third component regiment of the fighter 
division is stationed in Neubrandenbur g . 

The railroad flatcars may have been used for shipping 
crated jet planes. Such shipments were reported by other 
sources. The exact number of jet planes in Peenemuertde is 
not known.
